We, visited the Home on Saturday, March the third and 
found 58 inmates in the Home, the capacity of the Home is 
for only 50. 


We, recommend: 


1. That three rooms 12x14, on the men’s side of the Home 
be painted. 


2. The whole Institution be whitewashed. 


3. That 30 feet of new line be purchased for the iaundry 
room for the electric irons. rs 


4. That the wiring system be inspected for any defects 
as it has been installed for five years. 


_ 5. That two tons of fertilizer be purchased also twenty- 
five tons of lime, the fertilizer be used on 16 acres on the 
garden and roots and corn crops, the lime to be used on 22 
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acres of hay and oat crops. Your Committee desire to point 
out that the purchase of feed etc. has been reduced from 
approximately $1700 a year to $700 a year since fertilizer was 
first used three years ago.

We beg to submit a report of the various activities in 
connection with tree planting carried out during the recent 


Spring. 


Under the supervision of William Taylor the following 
work was completed: 


Shelburg Property—5200 Cedars and 9150 Red Pines were 
planted, the cost being $56.44. 


Turner Plantation—5600 Red Pine were planted, the cost 
being $24.50. 


Payne Plantation—Lot 12, Con. 2, 1000 Red Pine were 
planted, the cost being $0.75. 


Payne Plantation—Lot 11, Con. 1, 5250 Red Pine were 
planted, the cost being $29.63. 


Codling Property—Brushing fire roads cost $19.50.
